Rusk Urges 
East- West 
Inspectors 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
was reported by diplomatic sources to have told the 
Societ Union today that the United States may be in­ 
terested in a Russian plan to prevent surprise attacks 
by placing inspectors in strategic areas in both East 
and West. 


Husk, cautiously exploring new 
ways to ease cold war tensions 
in the wake of Monday’s signing 
of a partial nuclear test ban 
treaty, met twice during the day 
with British Foreign Secretary 
Lord Home and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrew Gromyko. 


Rusk was reported to have tak­ 
en the initiative at today’s meet­ 
ings to ask Gromyko to explain 
the surprise attack plan in great­ 
er detail. 
The surprise attack defense pro­ 
posal first was made by the Rus­ 
sians in 1958. It was revived by 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev in a major Kremlin speech

Rusk, Home and Gromyko were 
reported to have discussed such 
questions as the distribution of 
the inspectors at today’s session. 


The diplomatic sources said the 
Soviet side apparently placed ma­ 
jor emphasis on observers in both 
East and West Germany. 


Purely Exploratory 


The sources emphasized, how­ 
ever, that the Moscow meetings 
were purely exploratory. If they 
show there is a real possibility 
for further East-West agreements, 
the sources said, they may be 
followed by a summit meeting be­ 
tween 
P r e s i d e n t 
Kennedy, 
Khrushchev and British Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan. 


Informed 
diplomatic 
circles 
here have speculated that such a 
meeting might take place during 
the United Nations General As­ 
sembly meeting in New York this 
fall. 


Conference sources said Rusk 
expressed 
certain 
reservations 
concerning Gromyko’s insistence 
that inspectors in East and West 
Germany take precedence in a 
possible surprise attack plan. 


Western observers pointed out 
that such a plan might imply rec­ 
ognition of the East German Com­ 
munist regime. The United States, 
Britain, France and West Ger­ 
many 
repeatedly 
have 
stated 
their flat opposition to any moves 
which might imply such diplo­ 
matic recognition. 


Rusk was understood to Ijave 
told Gromyko the United States 
favored a control post plan which 
would give inspectors freedom to 
move around the areas under 
their surveillance. 


The sources said he also recom­ 
mended any possible agreement

It Happened 651 Times Last Year 
Two Blasts On Horn Mean 
Span Opening— T mf fie Jam

The Burlington-Bristol bridge 
isn’t a large bridge, as inter­ 
state bridges go, but in the 
operator’s cabin, overhanging 
the 
Delaware 
River, 
ifs 
a 
mighty impressive span. 


During the past fiscal year, 
Operator Elwood Holmes and 
his colleagues climbed the stairs 
to the operator’s cabin exactly 
BSI times to open the bridge 
to river traffic. 


To rate an opening, a ship 
has to stand tall — the center 
section of the bridge clears the 
water by 64 feet when it’s 
closed. 
The 
big 
ore 
boats 
moving to and from the Fairless 
steel works, easily qualify. 


When the bridge operators re­ 
ceive word that a ship is on the 
way, they obtain an approximate 
time of arrival. Then, about 15 
minutes ahead of time, bridge 
police officers are posted at 
either end of the 540 feet of 
bridge that is counter weighted 
to a height of 135 feet when 
the ship passes under. 


Police are posted to make 
sure that no motorist passes the 
barriers that the operator drops. 


Aboard each ship is a river 
pilot. It’s up to him when he 
requests 
permission 
for 
the 
opening, depanding on weather 
and tide. Most of them sound 
the ship’s horn when the vessel 
is about a quarter mile away. 


One blast on the horn is, in ef­ 


fect, a question: Is the bridge 
prepared to open? 


Horn Sounds 


The 
operator 
sounds 
two 
blasts if the bridge can open 
and one if, for some emergency 
reason, it cannot. 
A ship to shore radio hook-up 
is also available. 


The entire center bridge sec­ 
tion rises vertically. It does not 
not operate on the draw bridge 
principle. The massive counter­ 
weights, one on either side of 
the lift section, are concrete. 


The raising and lowering pro­ 
cess is a push button matter, 
and so safe guarded, according 
to Vincent Ulissi, that there is

LONDON (UPI) — Communist 
Chinese Premier Chou En-L a i 
said today the danger of nuclear 
w'ar has increased instead of les­ 
sened. 


“Under stormy pressure from 
the peoples of the world, U.S. im­ 
perialism, which already possess­ 
es many nuclear weapons, resorts 
to various kinds of tricks of de­ 
ception to hide its continued de­ 
velopment of its use of nuclear 
threats and nuclear blackmail,” 
he said in a message to the cur­ 
rent ban-the-bomb conference in 
Hiroshima. “The danger of nu­ 
clear war instead of being re­ 
duced has increased.”

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti - 
(UPI) ■— A small invasion force 
of Haitian exiles who apparently 
crossed the border from the Do­ 
minican Republic advanced today 
on the northern Haitian port of 
Fort Liberte, informed sources 
said here. 
There were no immediate reports 
of fighting and no government 
comment. 
(In Santo Domingo, capital of 
the Dominican Republic which 
shares the island of Hispaniola 
with Haiti, rebel spokesman Paul 
Verna claimed the towns of Fort 
Liberte, Derso, Trou and Limon- 
ade had been captured and a 
wrell-armed 500-man force was ad­ 
vancing on Cap Haitien on the 
north coast, Haiti's second larg­ 
est city. 
(Verna identified himself as a 
Haitian ex-diplomat and coordina. 
tor for the exile Democratic Na­ 
tional Union (UDN), which claims 
credit for the invasion. He said the 
invaders landed at Fort Liberte 
early Monday morning from an 
island somewhere in the Carib­ 
bean. He said another landing 
would take place during he night.
